Judge Muench Tuesday declared void

Perou and made an order continuing 
Jesse McDonald as receiver of the prop- 
erty The Judge, in a written opinion, 
holds-that the conveyances of the prevb- 
erty were effected by fraud and that 
usury Was practiced. He finds that the 
transaction was a scheme to defraud 
Mrs. Perou's creditors and characterizes 
the action as tainted. 

The decision is in the suit of Miss 
Lovise Edna McCabe against Mrs. 
Terou, her husband, Henry J. Perou; 
Oreon Scott, trustee; Raymond  G. 
Scott and William C. Brown, of 5261 
Westminster place. The Scotts are Mrs 
Perou's real estate agents. Brown held 
notes and decds of trust against the 
property for money loaned by him. 

Mrs. Perou owned property § at 
Juniata street, 38501 Utah = street 
8625-27-29 Dodier street which, it 
alleged, she transferred to render her- 
self insolvent. The allegation also was 
made that the Scotts entered into tHe 
scheme,

Mrs. Manning and Wing say 
that certain women who were not Sse- 
lected as members of the team inspired 
the anonymous letters. These letters 
were written to high officers of the 
lodge. 

Among other things, they said Mrs. 
Manning, Mrs. Woods and Mrs. Wing 
were proud and “‘high-headed” and that 
they thought too much of their good 
looks and popularity. There were other 
accusations, also. 

Through friends, Mrs. Manning ob- 
tained possession of the letters. Those 
who had read. the -anonymets.-commu- 
nications were shocked when Mrs. 
Manning announced that she would read 
the letters at an open meeting of the 
lodge set for last Monday night. 

Embarrassment Feared. 

They told her it would greatly embar- 
rass the 150 women members to hear 
these letters read in the presence of 
the 50 men members. Mrs. Manning was 
firm. 

Those who opposed the open reading 
of the letters told Mrs. Manning that in 
order to check her they would have at 
the meeting Supreme Commander J. R. 
Paisley of Decatur. 

“I’d read them if the President of the 
United States was tere,’ was Mrs. 
Mannine’s ultimatum. 

Paisley presided at Monday night’s 
meeting. That didn’t scare Mrs. Man- 
ning. She got right up in meeting and 
read the letters and when she had fin- 
ished she handed in her resignation and 
walked from the hall. 


Many Social Functions Lately. 
Recently there has been great activity 


in recruiting members under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Woods, who is a close 
friend of Mrs. Manning. The campaign 
included many sociai functions, most of 
which took place in a restaurant owned 
by Mrs. Manning. Some of the mem- 
bers thought Mrs. Manning was being 
unduly favored with this patronage, in 
view of the fact that she was defeated 
when she ran for the presidency of the 
lodge six weeks ago.

Rich Lawyer Says Right Woman 
Makes Life Heaven, and 
Wrong One Hell.

William Winkelmann of Belleville, 83 
years old, and for many years one of 
the leading attorneys of Southern Illi- 
nois, Outlined his views of marriaye 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day just before his marriage to Miss 
Loulsa Wolff, 44 years old, of Dorsey, 
Ill. The wedding was performed at 
li a m. in the parlors of the South- 
ern Hotel. 

Winkelmann says: 

Marriage is a lottery. 

No man can tell in advance 
whether he is drawing a prize. 

The wife should not be one day 
older than her husband. 

A happy marriage means heaven 
for a2 man. 

An unhappy marriage is the worst 
misfortune that can befall any- 
body. 

Mrs. Winkelman, telling why she chose 
for a husband a man so0 much older 
than herself, said: 

“Why does any .woman choose any 
man? Because I love him and because 
I believed I would be happy with him.” 

This is Winkelmann’s third marriage. 
His first wife, whem he married in 
185, was 13 years older than he. She 
died in 1881, and in 1893 he was married 
the second time to a woman yeunger 
than he. She died in 1907. 

Winkelmann has no children and has 
been alone in his big home in Belle- 
ville much of the time since his wife 
died. At times nieces have lived with 
him, but he says they are now about to 
be married. 

‘TI am experienced in marriage,’’ he 
said. “I can say that marriage is a 
lottery in which no man can tell wheth- 
er he will draw a prize. Time only will 
tell. One thing is certain, however. If 
a man marries the woman who has for 
him a genuine affection, such an affec- 
tion as will overlook small faults, he 
will be in heaven. If he doesn’t marry 
that kind of a woman, hell can be no 
worse than the life he will live. I have 
noticed that in many @4ivorce cases 
which have come under my observation 
in the 47 years I have been practicing 
law. 

“No wife should be older than her 
husband. If she is she is likely to take 
exception to everything he says, with 
the statement that she is old enough to 
attend to her own business and to know 
her own mind. 

“My second wife was younger than I. 
She often said that if she had been 
one day older she would not have mar- 
ried me. We had a perfect married 
life and were happy every day of it. 
Her death in 1907 was a great blow to 
me. 

“Now I am getting along in years. I 
have a home, but no one in it to talk 
to, and I have nothing to live for. There 
is no tmncentive for me to work. I 
have accumulated a good deal of money 
and have no one in particular to leave 
it to. I thought if I got the right wom- 
an, I could spend the rest of my days 
in happiness. 

“I met Miss Wolff two years ago at 
the Belleville fair. I then owned the 
Fair Grounds. I have been courting 
her since then, and we decided we were 
suited for each other, and 80 we are 
going to be married.”

ROOSEVELT CLAIMS 
PREPARED IN DETAIL 


Special Complaint Made 
Against President’s Men in 
Kansas City and in Third 
District—Taft Side Gives 
Out Defense.

CHICAGO, June 12.—Charles Nagel, 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor in 
President Taft’s Cabinet and a mem- 
ber of the National Committee from 
Missouri, today flatly refused the de- 
mand of the Roosevelt forces that he 
take part in the National Committee’s 


deliberations when the Missourt contests 
are taken up by that body. 

Gov. Hadley,.on behalf of the Roose- 
yelt men, told Secretary “Nagel that as 
a matter of fairness to both sides he 
should consent to sit on the National 
Committee, because of his famfliarity 
with the Missouri cases and particular- 
ly on account of his knowledge of the 
proceedings of the recent Republican 
State convention at St. Louis. 

Cites Gentlemen’s Agreement. 

“My doing so would be no advantage 
to your side,’’ replied Nagel. ‘I will be 
perfectly frank about my position. It 
has been my understanding that a gen- 
tlemen’s agreement was made in St. 
Louis in advance of the State conven- 
tion to divide thé eight delegates-at- 
large from Missouri equally between 
Taft and Roosevelt. If that is true, 
I’:csident Taft clearly is entitled to one- 
half of the delegation and I should so 
record my judgment ASe National Com- 
iritteeman.”’ 

When Hadley informed the other 
loosevelt delegates from Missouri of. 
Nagel's position, it was decided not to 
press the question further. 

Secretary Nagel said to the Post-Dis- 

fritch correspondent that, as a Cabinet 
officer, he considered it unwise to par- 
iicipete in the present proceedings of 
the National Committee. 
"‘“*Phig decision,” he added, “applies 
not only to the Missouri cases. but to 
all the contests submitted to the na- 
tional body. Besides, I am leaving for 
St. Louls today and, of course, I shall 
not be present when the Missouri con- 
tests are heard tomorrow.” 

Nagel’s proxy as ...ssourl National 
Committeeman is held by Congressman 
Richard Bartholdt of the Tenth District 
of St, Louts. 

Think Nagel Ia Dodging. 

Roosevelt men take the view that 
Nagel shied from the firing line on ac- 
count of the threatening embarrassment 
of the Missouri situacdon. It will be 
recalled that at the Missouri Repub- 
lican convention, Nagel passed the word 
among the Taft leacers to seat the 
Roosevelt delegates from Kansas City. 

As a result the Roosevelt men took 
complete charge of the convention and 
the delegates-at-large were instructed 
for the men from Oyster Bay. Should 
Nagel sit on the National Committes 
at thie time he would be compelled. 
for the sake of consistency, to upholl 
the credentials of the Roosevelt dele- 
gates-at-large, and the two district dele- 
-gates from Kansas City so the Roose- 
velt men assert. 

In their present temper, the Taft 
forces are unwilling to make conces- 
sions, although there is an undercurrent 
of sentiment that the eight Missouri 
delegates-at-large (eacl# having one-half 
vote) will be awarded to Roosevelt, giv- 
ing him 16 in all, as against 2 for 
Taft, provided the five district con- 
tests are won by the delegates favor- 
able to the President's renomination.

The plea of the Missouri Roosevelt 
delegates for recognition as it will be 
presented to the National Committee is 
contained in the following statement, 
just given out at Gov. Hadley’s head- 
quarters: 

‘Missouri is essentially a Roosevelt 
State and the nomination of Roosevelt 
will mean a continuation of Republican 
State government, so that 17 electoral 
votes and the party’s political future in 
& great State are largely tied up in 
what the committee seems to recognize 
as contests. Some of them might prop- 
erly be termed contests; others have not 
cnough merit to entitle them to so much 
consideration. More than 1100 delegates 
elected by their counties and by St. 
Louls, met in State convention at St. 
Louis, April 2%. A State Gommittee 
which stood 18 for Taft and 14 for Roose- 
velt, made up the temporary roll of the 
convention. The State chairman called 
the convention to order. The Mayor of 
St. Louls, a Taft man, selected by the 
committee, was temporary chairman. 
The Govcrnor of the State, a Roosevelt 
Supporter, was made permanent chair- 
man by the convention. 

“Bedroom” Convention Described. 


That the convention § elected eight 
delegates-at-large and by a majority of 
340 votes instructed them to vote and 
work for Theodore Roosevelt. The 
next morning a dozen men met in a 
bedroom in the Planters Hotel, declared 
themselves to be the convention and 
selected four delegates-at-large. Most 
of the men present were not even 
delegates to the State convention, and 
one of them, Otto F. Stifel, slept 
through the entire proceedings and re- 
Ppudiated the action of the “convention” 
when he awoke. Yet these four men 
are claiming seats In the convention. 

“In the First District the vote for 
Roosevelt was so nearly unanimous 
that there was not anybody at the reg- 
ular convention who had the face to 
start a rump convention. But later a 
few men met and prepared for that 
contest which is seriously filed here and 
treated as though it was a real contest. 
In the Third district contests were 
made up in three counties. The Taft 
men stationed some men in the door of 
the convention hall with ball bats and 
kept the Roosevelt supporters out of 
the hall until the contesting Taft dele- 
gates were seated. That led to two 
conventions, where the three counties in 
contest had a full quota of delegates in 
each convention. But later, when the 
Siate convention met and the merits of 
the contests were threshed out, — the 
Roosevelt delegates in these counties 
were seated and the majority from that 
district. voted with the Roosevelt men. 

Kansan City Contest Reviewed. 

“The Fifth District, which includgs 
Kansas City, is also contested. That 
was the first district {In the country to 
try the presidential preference primary 
idea. The primary was held March 7. 
It was regularly called. In each ward 
and township the tickets were printed 
bearing the names of the various candi. 
dates for delegates and above them th 
names of Albert B. Cummins, Robert M. 
La Follette, Theodore Roosevelt and 
William H. Taft. Each voter was asked 
to indicate his preference, and although 
it was a very stormy day, with a heavy 
snow on the ground, 661 Republicans 
went to the polls and did indicate their 
preference. Of these 5565 voted for Roose- 
velt, 890 voted for Taft and % for ua 
Follette and Cummi~~. 

“City primaries to nominate candida .es 
fr-- Mayor and city, officers were held |. 
the same day, but with different judges 
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barred the door, put out some newspaper 
reporters and held a ‘convention.’ At 
least they named two men who are rec-, 
ognized here as contesting for seats in 
this convention, 

“Kansas City is Republican half the 
time and Democratic the other half, but 
I am told that if the Roosevelt dele- 
gates are unseated in this convention, 
it will be necessary to hire men to run 
for office on the Republican ticket in 
that county this fall. 

“In the Seventh District the people 
elected 41 Roosevelt delegates and 38 
Taft delegates to a district convention. 
The convention split and there is an- 
other contest. The Fourteenth District 
elected delegates in the regular con- 
vention. The Taft men had the organ- 
ization, so they selected some men who 
are contesting. The district is strongly 
for Roosevelt as was the regular con- 
vention, but the men who held the rump 
convention have this advantage over 
the contestants in the First and Fifth, 
somebody had actually voted for part 
of them to be delegates to a district 
convention, so while they were in the 
minority, they really represented a few 
people besides themslves, which is not 
true of some of the other contests.” 


Taft Men Explain Stand. 

The Taft managers gave out this 
statement of their position. 

“In the Third, Fifth, Seventh and 
Fourteenth districts, there should have 
been no ¢ontests, as the Taft people 
honestly controlled the conventions in 
those districts. The First District ‘s 
rather close. There are merits in the 
contentions of both claimants. 

“Had the Taft people asserted their 
rights at the State convention there is 
no doubt we would have had the four 
delegates-at-large. We believe the Na- 
tional Committee will decide all cases 
on the merits involved, and if this is 
done President Taft will have 22 votes 
and Otto F. Stifel will be the next na- 
tional committeeman.”’

BILL 10 PROMOTE 
CHILD WELFARE IS 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Children’s Guardians Measure 
Provides for Municipal Aid 
in Caring for Poor. 


The children’s guardians bill was 
passed Tuesday night by the House of 
Delegates by a vote of 23 to 4. The 
measure now will go to the City Coun- 
cil for approval. It must be passed by 
the Council and signed by the Mayor 
before it becomes a law. 


The bill was approved by the Civic 
League and other civic and business 
organizations. Albert Bond Lambert 
and several] women attended the meet- 
ing of the House to urge its passage. 
It had been pending before the House 
almost a year. 

The bill seeks to better conditions at 
the industrial school. It creates a board 
of guardians of seven members for the 
children, to be appointed by the Mayor 
and approved by the Council. 

The board receives authority to allow 
dependent children to be taken into 
homes within a radius of 50 miles from 
St. Louls and $3 a week will be paid by 
the city for their board. Widows who 
have children and cannot afford to 
keep them will be allowed $3 a week 
for their care, provided the board is 
convinced that they will be cared for 
properly in their home. This will en- 
able many widows to keep their chil- 
dren at home instead of placing them 
in a city institution, it is believed.

The friends of Senator Cummins 
of Iowa, who has 10 votes pledged to 
him; Senator La Follette, who has 36; 
Supreme Court Justice Hughes, who has 
none, and United States Senator Borah 
of Idaho, whose score equals that of the 
Justice, have been most active during 
the last 24 hours in proposing their 
names for the consideration of the party 
leaders. 
Contest for Platform Chairman. 
Although the Western Republicans 
prefer Former Vice-President Fairbanks, 
Barnes of New York wants to be the 
chairman of the Committee on Plat- 
form. He brought along several thou- 
sand copies of the “conservative instru- 
ment” adopted by the Rochester con- 
vention on April 9, the star feature of 
which is the indorsement of the Ald- 
rich “pawnshop’”’ currency proposition. 
The personal war which is being made 
on Barnes is expected to change the 
Taft plan of making him the floor lead- 
er of the anti-Roosevelt forces in the 
convention. The job probably will be 
conferred on James Watson of In. 
diana, who was a floor leader in Con- 
gress for 10 years. 
Gov. Hadley of Missouri will perform 
a similar office for Roosevelt. It is not 
improbable that former Congressman 
Bob Cousins of Iowa will be made the 
Chairman of the Committee on Creden- 
tials.

Action Hinges on Congress Re- 
storing Appropriation Which 
It Has Lopped Off. 


Administration Supporters Feel 
That With Full Attendance 
Vote Might Differ. 


WASHINGTON, June i12—President 
Taft told friends today that he would 
veto the legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial appropriation bill if, when it 
comes for his signature, it abolishes the 
Commerce Court in effect by cutting 
off the Court’s appropriation. Both the 
House and Senate have eliminated pro- 
vision for the court from the measure, 

President Taft said he considered the 
court necessary to prompt and effec- 
tive enforcement of the Interstate Com- 
merce act. In speeches he has said 
that when its limitations were defined 
by the Supreme Court the new tribunal] 
would be approved by the railroads and 
the people. 

The Supreme Court this week gave 
several decisions greatly restricting its 
powers. 

The Senate, yesterday afternoon, by a 
vote of 86 to 23, refused to restore the 
appropriation for the maintenance of 
the court, which had been struck out 
in the House. 

Of the votes cast in opposition to the 
court, 28 were by Democrats and the 
remaining 10 by Republicans. 

Senator Thornton of Louisiana was 
the only Democrat who voted for con- 
tinuance of the court. 

Many Senators were absent when the 
vote was taken and upon a reconsider- 
ation the vote might be different.

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PREPARE TERMINAL 
PLAN BY JULY 


Judge Trieber Prefers to Dis- 
pose of Case Next Month— 
September 3 Is the Limit. 


JUDGE CITES PRECEDENT 


Guided in Excluding Govern- 
ment by Procedure in the 
Tobacco Trust Case. 


The final decree in the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Terminal Rail- 
road Association case may be made in 
July by Judge Jacob Trieber of Little 


Rock, sitting as Judge of the United 
States District Court at St. Louis. For- 
mer Judge Henry 8. Priest, counsel for 
the Terminal Association, promised 
Judge Trieber Tuesday that he would 
try to submit by July 1 a complete plan 
of reorganization of Terminal contracts 
and agreements in compliance with the 
decision of the Supreme Court. 

Judge Trieber said he would be in 8t. 
Louls July 22. He expressed the wish 
that the attorneys have everything in 
readiness by that time. The Terminal, 
under the ruling of the Supreme Court, 
has until Sept. 3 to complete its scheme 
of reorganization. 

Follows Tobacco Trust Plan. 

In ruling that the Government should 
have no part in the plan of reorganiza- 
tion to be submitted by the Terminal, 
Judge Trieber said he was following 
the plan adopted in the Tobacco Trust 
case. In that case, he said, the To- 
bacco Trust received a definite period 
of time in which to comply with the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. The To- 
bacco Trust worked out its own plan, 
without suggestions from the Govern- 
ment. The plan was submitted to the 


Attorney-General before it was acted 


upon by the Court, 

E. C. Crow, special counsel for the 
Government, contended that the Gov- 
ernment ought tod be represented in 
working out the plan of Terminal re- 
organization. Judge Trieber said the de- 
cree of the Supreme Court directed the 
parties to agree upon a plan of fre- 
organization, and held that parties 
meant the defendants. It would be un- 
fair to the defendants to permit the 
Government’s representative to go in as 
one of the parties, he said. If counsel 
for the Government refused to agree to 
any plan decided upon by the defen- 
dants, then the Terminal might have to 
suffer the penalty of dissolution. He 
said he had known opposing counsel 
who made it a rule never to agree on 
anything, and if such a contingency 
should arise in this case the conse- 
quences might not be just to the de- 
fendants. 

Crow to Be Heard. 

, Judge Trieber directed Priest to sub- 
mit to Crow, at least ten days before 
the date of hearing, the plan of reor- 
ganization agreed upon by the Terminal 
and the fifteen railroad companies. This 
would give Crow ample time to make 
objections to the plan if he wished to 
make any. 

Judge Trieber held that he had no 
power to compel the defense to submit 
their plan before the 9-day limit ex- 
pired. 

“But I want to tell you now, Judge 
Priest, that unless you submit your 
plan of reorganization before the 9 
days expire the injunctions dissolving 
the Terminal Association will go,’’ said 
Judge Trieber. 


Wickersham Is Not Disturbed by 
Judge Trieber’s Order. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—With re- 
spect to the decision of Judge Trieber 
in the St. Louis Terminal case, ordering 
attorneys for the Terminal and proprie- 
tary lines to submit plans of reorganiza- 
tion within ten days of expiration of the 
90 days given by the Supreme Court, the 
Attorney-General said: 

“I do not attach any practical im- 
portance to the ruling that the St. Louis 
Terminal and proprietary lines need not 
consult with the law officers of the 
Government in framing their plan, inas- 
much as the Court admits the right of 
the Government to object to the plan 
when it is presented to the Court for 
approval. The law officers of the Gov- 
ernment will carefully scrutinize the 
plan and if, in their opinion, it does not 
conform with the requirements of the 
Supreme Court, they will object to its 
confirmation. 

“I should think that the attorneys for 
the defendants would prefer to endeavor 
to remove any possible grounds of ob- 
jection by conference with the Govern- 
ment’s law officers before submitting

Delaware Committeeman Ar- 
rives in City With Prediction 
Wilson Will Win. 


HARMONITES IN BOATS 


New Yorkers to Travel by Way 
of Canals—Clark Forces Going 
to Battle Scene. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
_ BALTIMORE, June 12.—There is 


a story here today that the supporters 
of the various aspirants for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination have 
heard of a scheme to stampede the 
convention to Bryan. The plan, which 
is said to have been fairly well matured, 
is to call for a speech by Bryan in the 
event of several ballots having been cast 
without result, and for Bryan to re- 
spond with an eloquent appeal like the 
“crown of thorns and cross of gold” 
speech, which, it is hoped, will carry 
the delegates off their feet. The other 
candidates are preparing to checkmate 
such a scheme should it be sprung. 

National Committeeman Willard Sauls- 
bury of Delaware came in enthusiastio 
for Wilson, who, he predicted, would be 
nominated on the third ballot. The WiIl- 
son tide, according to Saulsbury, Is ris- 
ing rapidly. The Harmonites are push- 
ing hig boom for all the advantage they 
can get out of being first on the 
ground. On his way to New York, 
Lieut.-Gov. Hugh L. Nichols of Ohio, 
manager of Harmon’s campaign, stopped 
in Baltimore a few hours and visited 
the Harmon headquarters in the Hmer- 
son. He predicted Harmon will win on 
the fourth and fifth ballots, 

Five houseboats with from twenty to 


jthirty enthusiastic Harmonites from 


New York City, will start from New 
York for Baltimore next Monday and, 
traveling by way of the canals, are due 
here June 20. according to a statement 
today by J. C. Hammond, Harmon mapn- 
ager for New York and New Engiand. 

‘Where this town is going to put all 
the people I don’t know,” exclaimed 
Hammond. “I know that each of the 
states of the country will send Harmon 
boomers with its delegation, and that 
there will be about 4000 Harmon rooters 
here in addition to the Harmon dele- 
gates.” 

Spurred by the activity of boomers of 
other presidential candidates, former 
United States Senator Dubois of Idaho, 
manager of the Champ Clark forces, and 
his cohorts, now located in Washing- 
ton, today notified State Senator 
Edward M, Hammond that they will 
swoop down on Baltimore early next 
week and open up their campaign here. 

No Friction From Contests, 

Senator Dubois will be accompanied 
by H. W. Sawyer, secretary of the 
Clark League; W. H. Clifton of Tennes- 
see, @ sort of advance man, and W. R. 
Hollister, private secretary of United 
States Senator W. J. Stone, who has 
charge of one branch of the Clark cam- 
paign. They will bring with them a 
number of genuine “‘houn’ dogs,” which 
are expected to send up continuous yelps 
for Clark. 

The contests tu pe decided by the 
Democratic Natfonal.Committee the day 
before the Baltimore convention meets 
are expected to be settled within a few 
hours. National Committeeman Josephus 
Danies of North Carolina declared the 
few contests were simple and the noints 
would cause no friction in their disposi- 
tion. He said: 

“The contests hinge largely on ques- 
tions of regularity of election and have 
not the same bearing on questions of 
presidential candidates as in the cases 
at the Chicago convention.”

Knickerbocker listening to reports from 
various parts of the country. Among 
others he saw ex-Senators Pettigrew 
and Dubois of South Dakota and Ida- 
ho, both of whom had found plenty of 
sentiment favorable to Speaker Clark 
and were sure that he would be nomi- 
nated. He also saw Perry Wardner of 
Boston, who, although Massachusetts 
has a favorite son in Gov. Foss, said 
Bryan would be chosen by the conven- 
tion. 

Daniel McConville of Ohio assured 
Mack that Woodrow Wilson would 
prove the strongest candidate, and, 
gomewhat to the chairman's surprise, 
National Committeeman Edward F. 
Goltra of Missouri, who is committed 
to the support of Clark, spoke earnestly 
of the Wilson sentiment he has found. 

Mack listened to everyone, but ex- 
pressed no preference. A great many 
reports of the strength of Wilson among 
the voters all over the country have 
been coming to him within the last few 
days. This morning Mack talked with 
Charies F. Murphy, who will control 
absolutely the New York State delega- 
tion.

Mrs. Crowley Names Dentist 
Next Door as Person Younger 
Woman Talked to 








HEARD TRYST ARRANGED 





Mrs. Crowley’s Father, Sued by 
Husband, Tells of Son-in- 
Law’s Excesses. 





Testifying in the divorce suit of Anna 
Crowley against Herbert M. Crowley, 
which is on trial in Judge McQuillin’s 
court, the defendant’s mother, Mrs. 
James H. Crowley, 5895 Delmar boule- 
vard, Tuesday detailed a conversation 
she said she overheard on an extension 
telephone between her daughter-in-law 
and another man. 

She said she recognized the man’s 
voice as that of Jesse D. White, a den- 
tist. White and his wife had both tes- 
tified as witnesses for Mrs. Crowley. 
They formerly lived next door to Mr. 
and Mrs. Herbert Crowley on Etzel 
avenue. 

When the telephone incident occurred 
the couple were living at the home of 
Crowley’s parents. According to the 
elder Mrs. Crowley she had gone to 


|the telephone to order some groceries 


and when she picked up the receiver 
found that her daughter-in-law was 
talking. 


Details Conversation. 
‘The voice at the other end was that 


of a man,” said the witness, “and as 
I Hstened to the conversation I recog- 
rized the voices of my daughter-in-law 
and Dr. White. My daughter-in-law 
said to him: ‘What shall I do about 
that matter—I can’t fix up an explana- 
tion that will be satisfactory.’ The re- 
Ply was, ‘you never mind that—I’ll at- 
tend to it,’ and then it continued, ‘say, 
when am I going to see you?’ My 
daughter-in-law answered, ‘I don’t think 
you want to see me.’ 

“Then the voice at the other end re- 
plied, ‘You know that I do.’ To which 
was the reply, “Well, I'll telephone yeu 
tomorrow.’ ” 

The mother-in-law also testified she 
saw the plaintiff get off a car from 
Creve Coeur Lake with a man who es- 
corted her to the front doer. 

“This was about 11 p. m., the witness 
said. “I was sitting at the window and 
saw it,” said Mrs. Crowley. She said, 
however, she did not regard this as a 
suspicious circumstance. 


To Cut Daughter’s Inheritance. 
Elmer L. Dosenbach, who, with his 


son, is being sued by Crowley for $50,000 
damages, on the charge of alienating 
the affections of Mrs. Crowley, was 
the last witness for the plaintiff, who 
is his daughter. He said he had spent 
about $600 for detectives as a result of 
the litigation and that this would be de- 
ducted from Anna’s inheritance. Dosen- 
bach, who is a former Sheriff of St. 
Louls County, is said to be worth $250,- 
000. He testified that his son-in-law 
drank and would not support his wife. 

“One time I sat down beside him on 
a street car,’’ said Dosenbach, “and his 
breath was so bad with whisky I had 
to take another seat.’’ 

The witness was asked if he had seen 
Crowley intoxicated. He replied there 
are degrees of intoxication. 

“First,”’ he said, “a man is under the 
influence of liquor; then he is drunk, 
and third, he is intoxicated. I wouldn't 
call a man intoxicated unless he stag- 
gered and fell down and couldn’t get 
up.” He said he never had seen Crowley 
stagger.

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A JUDICIAL DANIEL. 


In behalf of the railroads owning and con- 
trolling the bridge and terminal combine, known 
as the St. Louis Terminal Railway Association, 
we feel impelled to commend the wise originality 
and ingenuity of Judge Trieber of the Federal 
bench. 

This eminent jurist, learned in the law and 
skilled in the practice of the Federal courts, did 
not, as other judges might have done, leave the 
terminal combine helpless under the decision of 
the United States Supreme Court, which con- 
demned it as an illegal monopoly and ordered 
that it te reorganized in accordance with the 
anti-trust law. 

The Supreme Court ordered that the parties 
to the suit instituted by the Government 
agree upon a plan of reorganization in accordance 
with the mandate of the court. If Judge Trieber 
had taken the view apparently intended by the 
Supreme Court, indorsed by Attorney-General 
Wickersham and his representative, former State 
Attorney-General Crow, and by the courts gener- 
ally, that the parties to the suit are the com- 
plainant and the defendant, it would have been 
unpleasant for the terminal monopoly. The Gov- 
ernment, as the winning party—the usual rule 
in such cases—would have interpreted the Su- 
preme Court’s decision and drawn up the decree. 
The terminal monopoly would have had to agree 
with the Department of Justice or prove that 
its decree was not in accordance with the court’s 
decision, or, failing in these, submit to the pen- 
alty. : 

But Judge Trieber adopted the ingenious con- 
ception of counsel for the railroad combine that 
the parties to the suit are the law-breaking rail- 
roads and their illegal creature, the condemned 
combine, which were to agree on the plan of re- 
organization and frame the decree of court. 

This ruling is a grateful concession to a monop- 
oly denounced as a violator of law and a public 
plunderer. The terminal combine, having lost 
the suit and having been condemned as a law- 
breaker, igs given the advantage of interpreting 
the decision against itself and of correcting its 
own monopoly practices. Having already de- 
clared, through its counsel, that there are no 
monopoly charges, it will not bother about the 
spoils of lawlessness. 

On the other hand, the Government, the win- 

ning prosecutor, is ignored. It is placed in the 
position of defendant, forced to stand at the bar 
as a pleader for the enforcement of a just man- 
date. It must object to the ruling of the Judge 
and try to prove that the plan of reorganization 
agreed upon by the law-breaking and condemned 
monopoly is not right. 
\ The Government may win in the long run, 
despite its initial handicap, but the monopoly 
combine will probably be enabled to prolong its 
monopolistic privileges and its enjoyment of the 
fruits of extortion by evasion and dele.-. 

Should Judge Trieber’s original and ingenious 
ruling spread to the criminal courts, it would be 
pleasant for the criminals. Murderers, burglars 
and highwaymen could then pass upon the ver- 
dicts in their own cases and frame their own sen- 
tences. But we do not anticipate this result. Mur- 
derers, burglars and highwaymen. enjoy many 
advantages, but not having back of them power- 
ful monopoly interests and vast accumulations of 
ill-gotten capital, are not likely to gain the su- 
preme privilege of interpreting court decisions 
relating to themselves, designating their own 
punishments and defining their future relations 
to the law. 

Roosevelt, Bryan, La Follette and Debs may 
utilize this ruling for the purpose of inciting the 
people to renewed revolt against courts and to 
strengthen their demand for the popular control 
of Judges. But let the people rage. The monop- 
oly which fattened on the plunder of St. Louis 
for a third of a century is safe from immediate 
destruction. : 

There is nothing to do except exclaim with the 
monopolists, “A Daniel come to judgment—O, 
wise and upright Judge!”

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FEDERAL CORRUPT PRACTICES AOT. 
Each of the delegates to the Democratic na- 
tional convention at Baltimore will represent an 
average cost to private promotion funds of $500. 
This average is swelled by the lavish and in 
many instances unsuccessful expenditure in be- 
half of certain presidential candidates particular- 
ly favored by wealthy interests. 

But each delegate to the Republican convention 
at Chicago will represent an average cost to 
private promotion fur is of no less than $3000. 
The per capita wealth in the United States 
is only $1333. The average annual saving of all 
the bankers and brokers in the United States is 
only $2888. The average annual savings of all 
lawyers is only $1474 and of all physicians only 
$717. The stupendous aggregate of all savings 
deposits in the country is only an average of 
$430.08 to each depositor. 

The cost in both parties of the propaganda for 
competing ambition will approximate $4,000,000, 
In the Republican party, at least, pursuit of the 
practices which Stephenson and Lorimer confined 
to single states has been dared on a nation-wide 
scale. Certainty that the people will rise in resent- 
ment against the participants in this battle of the 
barrels, or rather preliminary skirmish of the 
barrels, can hardly modify the depression a mere 
statement of figures brings. 

We must have a Federal corrupt practices act 
applying to every phase of presidential and con- 
gressional elections, an act as drastic and as 
heavily penalized as that already in foree in 
England and in Oregon and others of the more 
progressive American states. 
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They call it a steam roller, but there are times 
when it seems to work like a concrete mixer. 
SURVEYING THE PORT. 

Like Alexander Selkirk, the local surveyor of 
the port is monarch of what he surveys. When 
his motor boat chases your motor boat, the prob- 
ability is that you will be surveyed for a fire 
extinguisher, life preserver, a red light and a fog 
horn. Those things are required by law, and the
